The material on the test will concentrate 
on suhject-matter covered in previous 
courses. The ability to interpret the mate¬ 
rial is the most important faculty in tak¬ 
ing such an exam.

Among the tests to be taken will be 
the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test, 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test, and the Na¬ 
tional Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test.

The 
S.A.T. and the P.S.A.T. are of vital im¬ 
portance for those wishing to enter a City 
College. The N.M.S.Q.T. must be taken by 
those who want to compete for a national 
scholarship. The State Regents Exam is 
taken only by legal residents of New York 
State. 

In the past Bushwick has received many 
honors through its students who have done 
exceptionally well in these tests. With care¬ 
ful concentration all records may well be 
broken this year.
